Once upon a time, I was the mayor of everything on Foursquare. 

I was checking in left and right, even, admittedly, in places that 
weren't exactly fair—like at a hotel where all I did was walk through 
the lobby to my actual destination. The badges I earned for the check- 
ins were piling up. Every other word out of my mouth was Foursquare. 

I loved it, or more accurately, I was hooked on it. Even if you didn’t 
want to know where I was, well, I was going to tell you. The social me- 
dia community couldn’t stop talking about it. I even wrote a column 
in this space praising my new obsession. 

And then the weirdness started. 

The system was non-responsive. The venue I was standing in was, 
according to Foursquare’s calculations, thousands of meters away. (Re- 
lated rant: Why does Foursquare measure distances between you and 
venues in meters? It’s made in New York City!) And then I couldn’t 
check in.

In a basement on the University of Chi- 
cago campus, senior Jackie Todd studied 
a photo of a topless female student in a 
blond wig kneeling seductively on a bed. 

“Something about her face here, it 
doesn’t seem right,” Todd said. “Her eyes 
look like theyre focused on something 
else. It just doesn’t work for me.” 

Seated at her computer, Todd clicked 
onto a photo of herself lying naked on the 
floor. “Ugh, we are not using that,” she said. 
“T’m so pale.” 

Todd was in the final hours of layout 
and design for Vita Excolatur, a nude 
student magazine that returned to cam- 
pus Thursday after a controversial end in 
2007. Nude photography and provocative 
posing are what made Vita a hit when it 
debuted on campus in 2004. But its real 
mission, Todd said, was to spark dialogue 
about sex and sexuality. 

For an editor-in-chief trying to restore 
dignity to a risque publication, the distinc- 
tion between art and pornography is an 
important one. 

“Anything can really be art, but it needs 


composition and it needs intent or a 
meaning behind it. It can’t just be taking 
pictures of people having sex,” Todd said. 
“The main thing for me is in intent. Did 
the photographer have a vision in their 
mind and did they execute it?” 

The publication, which is shot, pro- 
duced and edited by students and funded 
through the student government, has a 
serious side befitting a school with rigid 
academic standards. It’s a forum for stu- 
dent fiction, poetry, Q and As about sex 
and intimacy, first-person accounts of be- 
ing tested for STDs, pregnancy and other 
often uncomfortable subjects. 

“Other [student organizations] talk 
about sex and sexuality, but they tend to 
be politicized,” said Tom Tian, a fourth- 
year political science major who helped 
design the magazine. “We try to be politi- 
cally neutral.” 

Vita Excolatur, which takes its name 
from the school motto and loosely trans- 
lates to “life enriched,” might seem like an 
anomaly on the famously uptight Univer- 
sity of Chicago campus. 

Then again, for a school whose unofficial 


University of Chicago student 
revives provocative magazine, 
aims for artistic integrity 


motto—“Where Fun Comes to Die” —still 
graces T-shirts on the quad, sexual expres- 
sion has played an important role on cam- 
pus, said Sharlene Holley, a director of stu- 
dent activities at the university. 

With Vita, the school has set some 
ground rules. Models have to be willing 
participants who sign release waivers. The 
university’s name or logo cannot appear on 
its pages. Perhaps most important, given 
the free exchange of ideas and images on 
the Internet, Vita can’t operate a website 
or publish its photos online. 

In 2007, Vita’s editors came under fire 
when they inadvertently published the 
names of models who had requested ano- 
nymity, Todd said. The following year, 
most of those editors had left school, and 
there was nobody there to pick up the 
mantle, she said. 

“Based on the way it ended last time, it 
wasn't easy to sell this publication and get 
the financial support we needed to start 
back up,” Todd said. 

“If I didn’t think there was a need for 
something like this on campus, I wouldn't 
have worked so hard for it.”

Harper, 18, a cheerleader who also was on 
the swim and track teams at Proviso West 
High School in Hillside, was sociable and liked 
by almost anybody she met, said her mother, 
Carmen. “She was just an energetic and out- 
spoken girl.” 

Nakella Harper was attending a large gradu- 
ation party Saturday night in the 1700 block of 
North Neva Avenue when a gang-related fight 
broke out, police said. Harper ran into the 
street with other people. But in the process, 
she tripped and fell. 

A sport utility vehicle, driven by a 15- or 
16-year-old girl, accidentally struck Harper 
and dragged her 30 to 40 feet, police said. 
Carmen Harper said her daughter was friends 
with the driver, who had told her that she 
would give her a ride home. 

A woman who lived nearby said she came 
out of her house when she heard girls scream- 
ing. About 50 teenagers had crowded the 
street. Harper’s body was pinned underneath 
the SUV, the neighbor said. 

“Her whole body was underneath the car,” 
she said. “All you could see was her hair. It 
looked like she didn’t have any life in her.” 

Carmen Harper said that she hopes the 
driver is honest with the police about Saturday 
night’s events. 

“I just want the truth to come out,” she said. 
“She’s just a girl. She has to live with this for 
the rest of her life. If the police found out she 
did it on purpose, I want her to pay.” 

Police said Sunday afternoon that detec- 
tives were still talking with the driver of the 
vehicle, though charges were not pending in 
the incident. 

“Tt doesn’t sound like she was trying to get 
away from the situation,” Chicago Police Of 
ficer Darryl Baety said.

Renters snapping up 
high-end apartments 
in downtown Chicago 


At Fabio Mazzilli’s new downtown apartment 
complex, he can shoot hoops on a full-size 
basketball court and relieve stress in a hot tub 
after work. 

“T feel I can really relax, be isolated and re- 
charge my batteries,” Mazzilli said. “The ame- 
nities are what sold me.” 

This year, six buildings brimming with 
amenities and high-end design will add more 
than 2,200 apartments to the downtown 
Chicago rental market, including Alta at K 
Station—at 848 units, it is the largest apart- 
ment complex to open downtown in at least 
11 years. Until recently, this year’s influx of 
new units into a tough economy, particu- 
larly after the addition of almost 1,300 apart- 
ments downtown in 2009, had developers 
holding their breath. 

Not anymore. Unlike the suffering condo 
market, the rental market downtown is hot, 
and observers say the newest projects —which 
carry rents that top out at $5,000 a month— 
should be more than go percent leased in the 
next 12 to 15 months. 

“We were building right through the reces- 
sion which wasn’t so great but we opened up 
at the beginning of a fundamental economic 
recovery in Chicago,” longtime developer 
Steven Fifield said. “Is there a huge recovery? 
No. But there are fewer people buying condos

and more people renting.” 

Leasing agents currently offer the typical 
one to two months of free rent associated 
with new buildings, but those concessions 
are fading as certain floors or units rent. 
While they sell the sizzle of condo-quality 
kitchens and baths, eco-friendly design, 
party rooms and personal trainers, building 
developers and managers also are looking 
ahead to rent increases. Without construc- 
tion in the pipeline, the market expects 
significant market-rate increases by spring 
2012. 

“I think the landlords are starting to re- 
gain control,” said Lauren Dolan, manager of 
Flair Tower, 222 W. Erie St. “A year ago, some 
properties were waiving three months’ rent 
or throwing in all utilities. We’re pulling away 
from that now.” 

Ron DeVries, vice president at Appraisal 
Research Counselors, predicts that down- 
town apartment rents could rise 3 to 4 percent 
this year and at least 5 percent next year.

| LANGLEY, Ark. Rescuers have found a 19th body 
and one person remains missing after last week’s 
flash flood at an Arkansas campground, state police 
reported Sunday. 

Eighteen of the 19 bodies recovered so far have 
been identified, Arkansas State Police Capt. Mike 
Fletcher told reporters, and one person remains un- 
accounted for. 

A wall of water swept through the Albert Pike Rec- 
reation Area before dawn Friday, when most campers 
were sleeping. The park is along the Caddo and Little 
Missouri rivers, and the flood struck so quickly that 
there was little chance for campers to escape. 

“I don’t think any of this has been a good day,” 
Fletcher said. “I think we need to kept these families 
in our thoughts and our prayers.” But he said “We're 
just going to keep on doing what we do and come to a 
conclusion on this.” 

More than 100 people were combing the rugged 
woodlands of the Ouachita National Forest until

NEW YORK The World Cup is causing quite a 
buzz on U.S. TV. Nielsen Co. estimates indicate 
the quadrennial soccer tournament is off to a 
fast start with viewers, even with the odd, horn- 
blowing soundtrack ESPN has sought to mini- 
mize on its broadcasts.

Comedy takes control of Chicago this week, and Ellen De- 
Generes will lead the charge. 

The stand-up comic, talk-host, budding music mogul and 
“American Idol” judge headlines the Just For Laughs comedy 
festival Tuesday through Saturday. It’s the second year in a 
row TBS and the Just For Laughs organization have brought 
the festival to the Windy City. 

For this year’s event, the fest has booked 293 artists in 17 
venues in the city and suburbs. Other headliners include 
Andy Richter, Cedric The Entertainer, George Wendt, Rus- 
sell Peters and Aziz Ansari, as well as dozens of local acts. 

Although she won't take the Chicago Theatre stage for her 
variety show until Wednesday, DeGeneres is coming to town 
Tuesday to tape a special segment that will be presented dur- 
ing the live show. 

“I can't reveal where, but I will be breaking into a major 
building in Chicago after hours and shooting a taped piece,” 
DeGeneres told RedEye, declining to spoil the surprise. “?’m 
not going to tell you because then they'll be ready for me and 
they won't let me in.” 

“Ellen’s Somewhat Special Special,” which will air as a TBS 
special at 8 p.m. June 27, will feature live music from Lady An- 
tebellum and DJ Nick Cannon, comedy and speciality acts, 
such as Japanese troupe Kabuki Expert, Dominic “The Flag 
Man” Lacasse and Australian magician James Galea. 

DeGeneres talked to reporters by phone last week about 
her live show, her experiences in Chicago and what’s going on 
with Greyson Michael Chance, the Justin Bieber-like You- 
Tube sensation she has signed to her record label. 


In the past, your variety shows have had a lot of acts but 
less Ellen. Will that be the same this year? 

I think this is the best one so far, as far as interesting acts 
{go.} There’s more comedy than I’ve done before because I'll 
just kind of come on in between each act. ... It’s hard to keep 
it fresh but being able to do just one a year, I’m able to really 
focus and do as many unique things as possible. 


When you were coming up in stand-up, what was one of 
your most memorable gigs in Chicago? 

It’s not a pleasant one. It wasn’t on stage, but it was when I 
was doing a “Women of the Night” ... and the woman doing 
my hair [with] a curling iron-brush got tangled up against 
my scalp. The more she tried to undo it, the more my hair 
tangled in that curling iron. She was burning my scalp, and 
they thought they were going to have cut my hair. I was 
supposed to be on stage in 45 minutes. I’ll never forget that 
night, waiting to go on stage in Chicago, my big break and 
my hair almost being singed off. 


Is doing this kind of show a nice break and a chance to usea 
different muscle? 

Well, yes, I always like using different muscles —you can 

take that however you want. But doing something once a 
year is fantastic; I highly recommended it if you can do it. 
It’s a wonderful thing, it’s very freeing, and I can put a lot of 
energy and attention onto it, and it’s something I love doing. 
It’s sort of why I took on “Idol.” ... [like stretching myself. 

I love Chicago. I don’t really get to travel unless I’m working, 
so this is a fun excuse to go to Chicago. 


Can you tell us about what goes into preparing for these 
specials and what your life is like leading up to it? 

Well, P’ll have a smoothie in the morning, and then I'll do 
some jumping jacks. It’s kind of the same as doing my show. 
I have a group of people that scout—like some people went 
to Chicago to look at the best place for us to shoot our 
taped piece. ... It’s lots of meetings and conversations about 
what will make it different this time. We start looking at 
just about every act we can find that seems interesting, and 
we just keep whittling it down until we get to the strongest. 


How is filming in Chicago different than filming your nor- 
mal show? And why do you like the city so much? 

Well what’s not to like? I mean, it’s a great city. You can’t 
really answer that without alienating other people and 
other cities, but Chicago really is a very special city and 
the people are nice. Every time I’ve done stand-up there, 
they’re smart and they’re polite and for the most part, so- 
ber—which is important to me. And what’s different about 
it is it’s windier. ... It’s the Windy City. I love the architec- 
ture, I love the art, I love everything. I just really enjoy that 
city. I’ve said it before, it’s just the winters would get to me. 
I couldn’t live there because of the winters, but I do love 
the city very much. 


What is the possibility that we will see Greyson Michael 
Chance on the show, and if it’s nothing, why or why not? 
He’s getting ready for whatever’s going to happen to him. 
There’s a lot that’s about to happen, and we’re trying to do 
it the right way. And the most important thing is what’s best 
for him. If it was just what’s best for me, yes, you'd see him 
on the show. 


What are the chances of “Idol” winner Lee DeWyze and 
runner-up Crystal Bowersox appearing on the show, seeing 
how they have Chicago ties? 

Where were you before that you would suggest that now? 
When we hang up, I’m making a phone call to see if Lee and 
Crystal can come and perform. I bet they’re both very, very 
busy. I bet they already are off doing their own things. But I 
think it’s a really good idea.
